behavior. 


From that first chest of tea purchased 


twenty-five years ago by a fair, level head- 
ed man has sprung up a business in Bug- 
land the like of which does not exist in 
any other country. 


One of the largest of these stores, if not 


the largest, is that of John Barker & Co 
of High street, Kensington. The flnn oc- 
cupy thirty stores, covering an 
entire 


square block all merged into one vast busi- 
ness, which is carried on from the cellars 
to the highest stories. They employ 1,300

US'boW.'auiTiuclge those wlio are' unmar- 
ried." 


.ir. Barker then took the correspondent 


to the top floors of his thirty stores. In 
each of the buildings were set aside two 
floors used as lodgings for the employes, of 
whom more than three hundred are tnere 
accommodated. The rooms are not only 
comfort ably but handsomely furnished 
and carpeted. The rental of these rooms 
the correspondent found from personal ex- 
perience with the lodging houses of Lon-

CO-OPERATIVE LODGINGS. 


Mr. Barker then took the correspondent 


a short distance from tho stores into one 
of the quietest and prettiest streets in 
Kensington.

all the rooms wore well and comfortably 
furnished some showed that their occu- 
pant? were women of taste and refinement 
from the books, pictures and ornaments 
in the rooms. One of the lareer rooms is 
set aside as a parlor. In this room, which 
was handsomely furnished, was a grand 
piano. "We have among our employes 
some really accomplished musicians," said 
Mr. Barker, "and many are highly trained 
vocalists. 


"Every month our employes are allowed 


to give a concert to which their friends are 
Invited. Twice a month they are also per- 
mitted to give a dancing party to which 
also they are allowed to invite their friends 
Once a year they give a concert at St 
Janses' hall, a smoking concert and a ban- 
quef. On these occasions tickets of admis- 
sion are sold, and the amounts thus gath- 
Bred are set aside to swell a general benefit 


Mr. Barker then led the correspondent 


nto another large room. This room was 
not only handsomely furnished and thickly 
carpeted, but around it were elegant book- 
cases, fine engravings, large tables and 
rows of comfortable chairs. The library 
contains 20,000 volumes, embracing all 
classes of literature, history, travels, biog- 
raphies, poems and selections from the best 
novelists.—London Cor.

At all other times he is as ra- 
tional as any man. Close study and ob- 
servation have convinced me of the genu- 
ineness of his insanity. I have adminis- 
tered us much as sixty grains of chloral to 
prevent a paroxysm, with no perceptible 
effect. Ho receives a warning of one min- 
ute before each attack. 


In order to test the case Riderwas called 


before a small party at the hospital one 
evening, and Dr. Walker said to him: 


Eh, these meu are physicians, and we 


have concluded, as a last resort In your 
case, that if you have another attack to- 
night it will be necessary for us to burn 
jour spine along its entire length with a 
red hot iron."

Where Coleridge Lies Hurled. 


_ Tunt ouor transatlantic kinsmen form a 


Avon, to the birthplace and mausoleumof 
Burns, and other literary shrines in the old 
country, is a circumstance which should 
be recorded to their praise. Americans, it 
appears, are almost the only persons who 
think it worth while to visit, in still semi- 
rural Highgate, the last resting place of 
Samuel Taylor Coleridge. A more dismal 
spot than that which contains the dust of 
the poet can hardly be imagined. 


Situated in the center of the crypt of the 


chapel of Highgate grammar school, which 
is entered by open arch ways from two sides 
of the building, the unsightly proportion 
or the tomb is conspicuous amid its IUKU- 
bnous surroundings. On the flat surface 
of^ the massive stone is engraved the name 


Coleridge," while immediately above the 


entrance to the vault a list of the family 
interments is inscribed. 
Alongside the 


poets grave a temporary lodgment has 
been formed for a number of disused school 
desks, upon which, from their antique 
and rickety appearance, school boy prede- 
cessors of the poet may have practiced the

between St. Petersburg and Gatschina 
are specially guarded, and minute ex- 
aminations are made of any route 
likely to be taken by the Czar. These 
precautions will some day fail to 
pre- 


vent the conspirators from succeeding 
in their object, which they have al- 
ready narrowly missed in several in- 
stances. 
When a body like the Nihil- 


ists are determined to kill one man, 
their success is only a qusetion of time. 
And they will go on killing until some 
measure of liberty is granted by the 
autocratic ruler. 
Russia was long ago 


defined as a despotism tempered by 
assassination.

AN INCIDENT OF THE BATTLE OF 


T1IE WILDERNESS. 


Flank (J. McNary oi New Athens, Harri- 


son county, Ohio, was a member ot Captain 
McCready's company of the 120th Regiment, 
O. V. I. lie wa§ always a brave soldier, but 
after the Dattle of the Wilderness, in Virginia, 
on the Oil) of May, 1804, he was missing, and 
was never afterwards seen by his comrades 
or friends. 
It was surmised, of course, that 


i... I...H i,.,~~ '.iiiad. and bur'"rt amoue tlie 
unknown dead, but bis parents lived and 
died without even having the satisfaction of 
knowing anything concerning bis experience 
in that tenible day of slaughter, or what be- 
tel him there. 


Some months since Mr. F. T. Kyle, Fiatik 


McNary's cousin, wbo now resides in Rix 
Mills, Muskingiim county, Ohio, wrote a let- 
ter to General Gordon, Governor of Ueotgia, 
who was prominent in the battle of the Wil- 
derness, on the rebel side, describing Frank 
McNary, giving an account of Ins army life, 
and asked whether be had ever happened to 
know or hear an)tiling concerning binj. 
Governor Gordon knew nothing concerning 
him, as was natural tc suppose, but to fur- 
ther tlie mqiiity he sent the letter to tlie At- 
lanta Constitution, and it WHS published in 
that paper. 
U thus happened to fall under 


the notice of Mi. J.nnes M. Baldwin, of Hay- 


nie, Floyd county, Georgia, who was a mem- 
ber of Company U, Phillips Legion of Geor- 
iria vnlnnt«ers wbo had been wounded earlv 
in the battle of the W ilderness, and who had 
in Ins possession a little Book of Psalms, in 
which was wriltan on the fly leaf,— 


"To Frank McNarv, 


12(i,.b Ohio Voltinleeis, 


1864." 


Mr, Baldwin saw tliit lie possessed tbe in- 


fonnasiun 
which 
was 
d sired, and 
he 


answered Mr. Kyle's letter. Cotrespondence 
then followed which broti<.'lit out all tbe 
tacts concerning Frank McNary's death and 
buiill, and which were thus learned by the 
relatives and friends here. Mr. Baldwin's 
statements are, in substance, as follows: 


After being wounded in the thigh, early in 


the morning of the battle, be, Baldwin, was 
carried to the rear and laid under some awn- 


s, which bad been put up for a field hos- 


pital. Here many other wounded men were 
brought as tbe day advanced, both Union 
and Confederate soldiers, and among them 
was a young Union soldier wbo had received 
a terrible wound in the right breast, wbo was 
brought and laid right beside, him. Baldwin 
nan- ttmi ue wao siinbriiig terrtoiy, and Old 
all lie could to relieve him. He gave him 
water out of his canteen, moistened bis lips 
frequently, and did such other little favors as 
one wounded soldier could for another, but 
which, of course, was not much. 


Finally, after several hours of suffering, 


tbe unknown Union soldier boy raised him- 
self on his bands and feet, crawled along 
rapidly for a distance of 8 or 10 feet, then lay 
dowu suddenly, turned on bis back, and in 
a moment was < ead. 


As he had started to crawl along, a little 


book of Psalms dropped from his breast. It 
was stained with blood from Ills wound. 
This little book Baldwin picked up, and kept 
as a memento of the day's sad experiences. 
It contained the identity of the dead Union 
soldier boy, Frank McNary. 
Baldwin saw 


where he was buried, and thinks he could 
return to the exact spot to-day. 


Mr. Baldwin has kindly returned the Book 


of Psalms to Frank's relatives here, and to 
to them it is a treasure of inestimable value. 
After picking it up be had written on the fly 
slieet the following memorandum : 


"The former owner of this book was killed 


in the battle of the Wilderness, in Virginia, 
May the 6Lh, 18C4. 
He is to me unknown, 


but 1 trope be is in Heaven." 


The following beautiful verses were also 


written on the fly-leaves of thtt Psalm-book, 
evidently by the one who had given it. to 
Frank,—probably his mother: 


"In tbe hour of trial 


Jesus pray for me; 


Lestiny base denial 


I depart from Thee; 


When thou see'st me waver 


With a look recall, 


Nor, for fear or favor, 


Sutler me to fall. 


With its witching pleasures, 


Would this vain world charm, 


Or its sordid treasures 


Spread to work me barm,— 


Bring to my remembrance 


Sad Gethsemane, 


Or, in darker semblance, 


Cross-crowned Calvary. 


If with sore affliction 


Thou in love chastise, 


Pour Thy benediction 


Ou the sacrifice; 


Then upon Thy altar 


Trulv offered up, 


Thnngh the flesh may fa'ter, 


Faith shall drink the cup. 


Wheo in dust or ashes 


To the grave I sink. 


While heaven's glory flashes 


O'er tbe shelving brink, 


On Thy truth relying 


Through that mortal strife 


Lord receive ma dying, 


To eternal life." 


Hr. Baldwin refers to tbe fact, that thougli 


wounded, and having lost all that be origi- 
nally possessed, during the war, be Is not in 
the position ever to expect a pension from 
tbe Government; and then be adds these 
grand words: 


"But I am glad that the Union is restored, 


and that the old flag still floa's over "the 
land of the free and the home of the brave." 


It is only just to Mr. Baldwin to say pub- 


licly that by his kindness he has conferred a 
great favor, not only on Frank McNary's 
relatives, but also upun his army comrades, 
and many others wbo knew him here. And 
it is pioper also to express thanks to Mr. 
Kyle, to Governor Gordon, ami to the Atlan- 
ta Constitution. 
But the little Psalm-book, 


well worn and evidently much used, was the 
record-bearer, biingmg a message fiom Fiauk 
to bis fi lends that spoke in deeper, sweeter, 
tenderer tones, than could have been expres- 
sed In any other way.—Cadiz, (O ) llepub- 
ican. 


—Something of a stir has been created In 


Norwich, Connecticut, by the taxation of bi- 
cycles, Tbe question is whether they aie 
for puipose of taxation, "coaches, canlagcs 
or wagons." If they are not included in 
either of these designations they are caught 
by the general drag net clause, "Taxable 
properly not specifically mentioned." 
As 


these vehicles are worth fiom $50 to $150 
each is estimated that there are 5000 of them 
in the State, tbe tax would amount to about 
$10,000, quite an item for the little common- 
wealth. 


-The Australian ballot S) stem, which was 


used tbe second time in Massachusetts al 
the recent election and for the first tiuie in 
New York, proved a very dangerous appli- 
ance for unpopular candidates. In view of 
this the parties will be more careful in select- 
ing a ticket than formeily. This is justly 
regaided as one of the good results of tbe 
system. In Pennsylvania tbe best legal op- 
intoti seems to be tnat a Constitutional Con- 
vention will be required to provide an amend- 
ment to the State Constitution providing for 
the Australian system or something like it. 
The coming Legislature will probably be 
called upon to furnish the preliminary legis- 
lation. It would scarcely be adopted iiituue 
for the elections next year, but it might eas- 
ily be in readiness for 1892. 
The recent 


election throws no light upon the popular 
wish concerning a new ballot law, but botb 
parties are pledged to the reform and its pop. 
ulaiity may therefore be assumed. 
Contin- 


ued trial of the system, or close modifica- 
tions of it, in several States appears to veiify 
all good results claimed for it. Pennsylvania 
cannot exclude it much longer and we might 
as wen prepare rur a at once oy starling me 
legal mac'iinery necessary to bliug it—Gti- 
mautown Telegraph. 


KAIN ARTIFICIALLY PRODUCED. 


Important investigations are now being 


made by the Department of Agriculture on 
the subject of the artificial production of 
rainfall. 
With regard to this subject, Col, 


onel Casper, of the Signal Service, says : 


No doubt thore is plenty of moisture in the 


atmosphere at all times, if it could only be 
gathered in the right place and be made to 
fall upon the earth. 
Man has accomplished 


as difficult things as that in the realms of 
science. 
It is not contemplated to produce 


growth of forest in the arid regions. The 
success of that method is still disputed. 
It 


is proposed to find out whether rainfall can- 
not be produced by electricity, dynamite 
explosious, or other mechanical agencies, 
faking the cue from the foot that heavy can- 
nonading on a battlefield or on a Fourth of 
July ceteoraiion is IUUUWCM „., -.i. 
the experimenters will work accordingly. 


'The process of burning powder to pro- 


duce rain has hitherto been loo expensive to 
warrant its general use, but possibly cheap- 
er explosives will be found. 
It has been 


proposed among other things to attach twenty 
5ve pounds of dynamite to a toy balloon and 
;hen send a Hock of such balloons into the 
air with lighted fuses attached. In some 
way or other there is no doubt the arid por- 
tions of the country will soon be brought 
under splendid cultivation. They comprise 
some of the most fertile spots on the earth."

—The abstract ot Secretary Husk's annual 


report that has been published goes far to 
justify the raising of the bureau of Agricul- 
ture into a separate department of cabinet 
rank. 
An abstract of an abstract would be 


pretty diy reading, and we cau only call at- 
tention to a few features of the report. Tbe 
researches made into various promising new 
industries, among which we may mention 
the culture of sorghum and the sugar-beet in 
tbe West, raw silk, are of special value. Tbe 
subject of irrigation in the West receives 
special attention. Tbe enlargement of the 
market for American products is another topic 
of importance to wbicb considerable space is 
devoted. The value of the investigation 
made by this department Is coming to be ap- 
preciated by American farmers, and their 
appreciation of it is likely to grow with ev- 
ery successive year. 


—Professor Koch, the discoverer of the 


bacillus of cholera and consumption, has 
been experimenting for many months on a 
remedy for the latter disease, and his suc- 
cess is now positively announced. 
Some 


very remarkable results are said to have at- 
tended the use of his remedy, which is de- 
scribed as inoculation with an attenuated 
tubercular bacillus. 
Professor Koch does 


not desire an; material or personal advan- 
tage fr«m his discovery, the full details-of 
which he will publish for the benefit of 
humanity as soon as his experiments are 
perfected. The Emperor of Germany recom- 
mends a grant of 600,000 marks to carry on 
these researches and establish a bacteriolo- 
gical labratory, which will probably be 
promptly granted on the assembling of the 
Prussian Landtag. 
No discovery would be 


received with more profound gratitude by 
the civilized world than a remedy that 
should as completely fortify the body against 
consumption as vaccination protects it from 
small-pox. But Professor Koch s discovery 
seems valuable as a preventive rather than 
as a cure. Another German is reported to 
have discovered a certain cure, in a special 
administration of prussic acid, so as to kill 
tbe bacillus without damage to the patient. 
What truth there may be in this report there 
is no present means of determining.

GAME IN PATAGONIA. 


HOW THE NATIVES KILL IT WITH 


THEIR DEADLY BOLAS. 


An Interesting Account of nn Expedition 


Into Deep C»nyon«—Strange Hnblta ol 
• Peculiar People—Exciting Bunting 
tui<t Plenty of It. 


The "cow," called by the Spaniards 


"toldo," is a native hut, something like a 
sloping shed, seven feet high in front and 
two feet high at the back, twelve feet long 
by nine wide, and covered with skin. 


I bad left the ship at Desengano bay and 


started with a native servant named Ka- 
trluvs, whom we had picked up farther 
down the coast and carried as interpreter 
to penetrate the Gnaiteca's country of the 
Patugoniann in order to get some skins of 
the guanaco. 


The guanaco is a species of the llama, 


which to South America is what the camel 
is to oriental conntres, and Is not, indeed, 
unlike that animal in certain respects. 


After we had concluded arrangements 


for pelts at one village the old chief asked 
ns to accompany the young men on a hunt, 
in order that they might give me a practi- 
cal illustration of the use of the wonderful 
native weapon called the "bolas," which is 
the father of the cowboy's lariat, and on 
the morning of the hunt Katrilos called 
me. 


TATAGONIANS AND THEIR BOLAS. 


As I came out of the hut I found about a 


dozen Patagouians gathered about. They 
were muscular fellows, but not by any 
means approaching the gigantic stature 
attributed to these people by early travel- 
era. Their color wag a dark, copper brown, 
and the hair, long and coarse, hung loosely 
about their faces, and was only kept out 
of their eyes by a fillet of guanaco skin. 


The Indians' dress consisted of a loin 


band and Urge mantle of gnanaco skin, 
with gaiters to protect the ankles from 
thorns. From the wearing of gaiters came 
the name Patagonia; the sailors of Magel- 
lan, ridiculing these conspicuous items of 
dress, named the natives Patagones, which 
means "duck feet." The name adhered to 
the people and was afterward applied to 
their country. 


Tethered some distance from the toldos 


were a number of horses, something like 
mustangs, standing about fifteen hands 
high and very fleet and strong, but not 
very symmetrical. Two of these animals 
had been provided for myself and Katrilas, 
and as toon as breakfast was over we 


galloped away witu our guides, seatet 
upon rude saddles made of wood and raw 
hide. 


We made directly for the open country 


The only weapons carried were bolas, < 
which there are two kiuds, one made wit 
two balls, called somai, and one with three 
balls, called acbico. The achlco is gener- 
ally used. Tiieae weapons are made o 
stones, about twice the size of a basebal 
mode round by rubbing by the women o 
the tribes. Some are made of iron, anc 
the most valuable of all are of copper 
which, being smaller in proportion to theii 
weight, offer less resistance to the air when 
thrown. About eighteen ounces is the 
customary weight. 


THE GAME SIGHTED. 


Each of these balls is laid in a circula 


piece of raw guanaco hide, which has hole 
around the edge. The pieces are fitted clos 
to the ball by passing one end of the main 
thong through the holes and drawing i 
tight. The thongs are nine feet long, an 
are made in two sections, which, while the 
hide is fresh, are twisted together, so as to 
form a rope with two strands, the strength 
of which is very great. Two of these ropes 
are attached to each ball. In the three bal 
bolas the six ropes are joined together in a 
neat splice, which forms a handle. 


The bolas is to the Patugonian what th< 


boomerang is to the Australian. 


We had ridden a few miles into the prai 


rlc, or savannah, when a scout who led us 
at some distance held up his hand as a sig 
nal that game was sighted. Immediately 
our line of hunters spread out in a curvee 
line, and in a minute every horse was in 
motion at a slow trot. As we neared the 
scout I came to the top of a slight rise in 
the ground, and then I saw in the valley 
on the other side about forty of these 
llamas, which supply the native with his 
food, his dwelling, his clothes and half his 
weapon. 


Tho herd hod been held by the scout 


skillfully imitating the cry of a young 
deer in distress, and until we topped the 
rise the animals gazed curiously. Then 
they started, making for the hill that lay 
behind us. Butourline.skillfullydisposed, 
rendered a wide circuit on their part neces- 
sary. Thisspeedily confused them. Though 
their fleet limbs might have saved them 
easily in a straight run, they scattered 
wildly, and ran hither and thither at light- 
ning speed, swerving at every approach in 
their half blind career to a hunter and 
screaming in nervous excitement. 


Each hunter singled out his prej-, and 


then I saw why the girdle was worn by the 
hunters outside the mantle. 
Loosening 


the garment at the throat as he galloped, 
tho wearer let it drop to the belt, thus 
leaving his arms free and unencumbered, 
while its ends flapped and fluttered like 
wings, still further addiug to the terror of 
the timid animals under pursuit. 


A CUIUOD8 SCENE. 


Seeing that the hunt simply ran to and 


fro and did not get away from tho valley, 
I reined in my horse and watched the curi- 
ous scene. The guanacos ran and after 
them rode the hunters, each grasping in 
his right hand the bolas, whose three balls, 
lying close together, circled slowly round 
and round hia head. Each horse, though 
feeling tho fever of the chase, answered to 
a pressure uf tne knees, ana tne rider's 
eyes were fixed upon the game. 


Nearer and near drew the fleet horses, 


and then the bolas made a swifter, shorter 
revolution, the grasp was released and 
away sped the missile. 


Now and only now I saw the true value of 


this weapon. As it left the hand the three 
balls, 1} ing side by side, suddenly diverged 
under the action of centrifugal force, and 
spreading out, the weapon appeared trans- 
formed into a rigid triangular frame, which 
turned over and over in its flight. 


Urged by the stalwart arm of the native 


It flew straight to the mark, and striking 
the guanaco on tho shoulder, the impetus 
communicated to the balls coiled one 
thong in a suffocating twist round the 
animal's neck, a second around both legs 
and the third around the body, the ball 
striking the side with a heavy blow which 
broke two ribs. 


As if struck with a bullet the animal 


dropped in its tracks. Quick as a Hash the 
hunter leaped from his horse. With a 
swift twist he loosed his bolas, then a 
slash of his knife killed his victim. All 
>his was done in seemingly a single mo-
